James Arthur Lovell, Jr ., 37, U.5.N. The 
flight lasted 7 3 days 7 8 hours 35 minutes 17 seconds. 
Lovell flew os Gemini 12 command pilot on November 
1 1 r 1966 on a mission lasting 3 days 22 hours 34 
minutes 3 7 seconds, and then again with Borman 
around the Moon on Apollo 8. December 2 7, 7 968 
was the launch date and the flight lasted 6 days 3 
hours 0 minutes 42 seconds. He was also commander 
of the ill-fated Apollo 7 3, launched April 7 7, 7 970 
and which limped home after 5 days 22 hours 54 

minutes 4 7 seconds .
